Mr. "Asli considered' 'that' eaoh'%'eraon 
should pay a small sum for the certificate 
granted.

Mr. Wilson mentioned another detail 
for temporary inspectors. Ho wanted in- 
formation respecting it.

Hon. Mr. Walkem stated that tho de- 
cisions of Iho aupreino court judges in tho 
liile injunction suit had been for^^arded 
to the House in a most diarespcctful inan- 
uor and quite contrary to etiquette. Ho 
had been commanded by the House to 
obt.Tin thom for tho information of hon. 
members and he had reason to expect that 
his rci(ucat v.'ould be courteously complied 
with. Such, however, had not been the 
case. Ho could not imagine that any dis- 
respect had boon intended, but a most 
unusual course had been adopted. Ho 
was responsible for the administr.ation of 
justice and was therefore tho proper 
channel through which those judgments 
should have been presented and not tho" 
spieakcr, who was not responsible.

It might bo thkt ii was'a ttiikns ot showing 
respect to the houae' by 'addressing the 
speaker, but he doubted it, as one of tho 
gentlemen, being accustomed to tho

„ Air. .Galbraith ^aaiihe j,would,wUhd»aw 
his resolution' if no slight was iht'eiidod. 

Mr. Vernon wished to know if proper 
application had been made. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoin read the letter sent 
to tho Speaker stating that the judgments 
had been sent to the hon. gentleman. He 
again characterized the proceeding as un- 
pro«idented .and^a alight on the House, ^ 
■ flTrT' '^ A8h''''''could' hot' see that 'the' 
latter was disrespectful. Tho Speaker 
was tho head of tho House and was con- 
sequently tho proper channel through 
which to address the House. As the 
registrar whp had sent tho letter belonged 
to tho oflice :6f the attorney-general ho 
could bo ' very oaslly' deWf With by hia 
chief if, without the knowledge; of ,|[tho 
j udges, he had ^r.Bont.the' .correspondence 
to the Speaker instead of to the attorney,- 
general. 

Mr. Smitho considered that the House 
was altogether in the dark respocting this 
matter. Tho attorney-general ought to 
present to tho House the application to 
which the letter just reatl was an answer. 

Mr. A''ernon referred to a question 
asked by Mr. Galbraith, tho answer to 
which waa that tho judgments could not 
then be presented. Elo wished to know 
what date was attached to the judgments. 

Hon. Mr. . Walkem said that a regular 
application had been made. As the jia- 
pers had not come in ho had made en- 
quiries about them and waa informed that 
the registrar could not give tho judgnionts 
that had been applied for. Oentleinen 
occupying such important positions in tho 
counaelaof tho Province should be treated 
with proper respect. In no Province 
would such a course liavo been adopted. 
It behoved tho House to sustain its of- 
ficers. (Several lion, gontlenion here 
"smiled" audibly.) Thoro wa.'j nothing 
to laugh or ami lo at, for it was a very 
grave matter indebd. Ho had every dis- 
position to treat tho judges -with proper 
respect and expected proper respect in 
rpturn. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought that if 
such had been the case that an infraction 
of the, proper usages had been made the 
House should take the necessary stops to 
niainjain,it8^dignity. , 

Hon! IVIr. Walkem w.as of opinion' that 
tlii,s was jiart and jiarcol of the sanio feel- 
ing as had boon oxhibitotl elsewhcro — 
only sycophants and parasites would aiib- 
niit to such discourtesy. 

Mr. Qalbraith was willing to defer his 
motion. It was the duty of every, mem- 
ber of tho House to maintain its' dignity. 

Mr. Abrams would enquire if all the 
judgments wei'o there. Ho considered 
that the judges had cast a slur upon tho 
House of Assembly in thoir statements 
from the Bench respecting it. 

Mr. Smitho was of opinion that matters 
of this kind should not bo dragced into 
this House in such a manner. Whon the 
attorney-general had th» whole matter be- 
fore him ho could then judge as to whether 
an insult had been intended. Thoy would 
then be in a position to consider impar- 
tially all the features of tho caao.'; A 
short time ago tho Speaker got a petition 
which ought to have boon sent to him, 
but there waa no disrespect intended. It 
w.as the general feeling outside that the 
proper way was to address the House 
through the Speaker. 

Hon, Mr. AValkem aaid that when an 
order was given to an officer in hia depart- 
ment he expected it to bo complied with. 
He had given an order in this case and it 
had been disobeyed. Ho could not but 
imagine that the officer in question had 
received instructions from the judges to 
address the papers to tho Speaker. Ho 
would „ obtain further information to- 
iriiorro^. \*, ' 

-, Mr. 'Mara thought that perhaps the 
wholo thing was only a niisapprohension 
on tho part of the jutlges. 

The House then adjourned till 2 o'clock 
on Friday.

Tho Act Bopoallngr tlio Icisolvonoy 
Aots. 



The following is the full text of the Act 
which repealed the Acts respecting Insol- 
vency rates, approved by the Governor- 
General: - ,:\! -I ■ 

Whereas '.it la 'oxpedierit to repeal the 
Acts hereinafter mentioned subject to tho 
provision hereinafter made; 

Therefore Her Majesty, by .and with the 
advice and consent of tho Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts aa 
follows: 

]. "Tho Insolvent Act of 1875," and 
tho acts amending it, passed in the thirty- 
ninth and fortieth years of her Majesty's 
reign, and intituled, respectively: "An 
Ait to amend the Insolvent Act of 1875," 
and "An Act to amond the Insolvent Act 
of 187f(, and the act amending the same,"' 
ahall be and are hereby repealed and no 
act repealed by the aaid act, or either of 
them shall bo rtvived: Provided that all 
proceedings under "The Insolvent Act 
of 1875, ' and the amending acta, afore- 
said, in any case wiiere the estate of an 
insolvent has been vested in ah official 
.assignee .before the passing of this Act, 
may bo continued and coinplotod there- 
under, and the provisions of tho said acts 
heroby repealed sh.all continue to apply 
to such proceedings, and to cverj' insol- 
vent affected thereby, and to his ost.ato 
and effects, and to all assignees and of- 
ficial assignees appointed or acting in 
respect thereof in tho same manner and 
with tho s.amo eli'eet as if this .^ct had not 
been passed.

Sing Kee vs. .Shakespeare — llis honor 
delivered judgment .as follows: 

In this case a Chinaman complain.'? that 
hia horse and v,'agon wore seizetl for 
school-tax duo on the 2nd January last, 
but not delinquent, as alleged, until the 
30th Juno next: 'J'hat hia horse, being 
actually in use at the time, was exempt 
from seizure and that the sum charged as 
coats are bxcessivc. 

Tho first and second objections are met 
by provisions in tho latest local act upon 
the subject (an act respocting the collec- 
tion of Hchotd tax and mining licences 
paasod in April, 1879), tho first section 
of which enacts that "Notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary in any act, wlmn 
the school tax ia due, the assessor or collec- 
tor may by himself or his agent levy the 
same with costs, by distress of tho goods 
and chattels of the person who ought to 
pay the same — ii7u'i'^i'cr the same may be 
fdund ALnthin the jyrodnce. As to the third 
complaint I find on comparing tho charges 
made with the schedule A of costs on 
distresses, fixed by law in 1879, that the 
charges aro not exccasivo. Tho summons 
must therefore be diamiased. 

Before giving judgment his honor said 
that ho was obliged by tho provisions of 
the local act to decide in favor of tho de- 
fendant. . Tho measure, however, was 
calculated to act harshly and crtlelly in 
certain "'casea iiind'' 'iihould be amended. 
Tho collector, to whom w.as given tho 
power of levying by distress, should ex- 
ercise discretion in tho perfornianco of 
his duties.

Tho Mothodist Body ontor a Protest. 

At the annu.al dihlrict mooting of the 
Methodist church of British Columbia, 
just brought to a closo, a vigorously worded 
protest against the regulation of tho Super- 
intendent of Education which atriotly pro- 
hibits "exercises of a religions eharaoter 
in opening ' and closing schools," was 
adopted by a unanimous vote Tho 
proteatants stale that they earnestly de- 
sire that tho highest nioralily ahnuld bi;

Tho regulations of the 
erratic superiiitondent have evoked a 
a strong feeling of hostility in tho minds 
of professed christians. Tlie Presbytery 
at thoir recent assembly have led off in 
an attack upon the Godless system intro- 
duced by the superintendent. 

SIS MEN DROWED IN' SKteT 
RIVER. 

Tho Ton'ors of Death's Head Rovito. 



The steamer Chehallis whicharrived Wed- 
nesday at Seattle brought tho sad news of 
tho drowning of six men in Skagot river. 
It .appears that the lost men together with 
six others left Goodell's Lauding ou the 
2Gth inst. in a canoe bound for .Seattle. 
They reached the portage safely, taking 
in but little water, although bailing opera- 
tions liad to bo kept up all tho way. After 
tranafeiTing packs and embarking .again 
the canoe rapidly filled with water and 
was carried violently down lo the first 
rifflo whore it was sw.amped, all the oc- 
cupants being thrown into the boiling 
river. Six of the men, after struggling 
in tho rapid waters for a short time wore 
drowned, but tho remaining six succeeded 
with great difficulty in saving their lives 
The names of tho lost aro Capt. S. Moany 
and Wm. Murray of Seattle, David Ball 
of Skaget, Arthur I. Dompsoy and Jasr 
Scanton of Quentay, C.ala,, and W. H. 
Ooucher of Oregon.
